FOR INCOME TAX 


Proponents of M e a s u r e 


Find Difficulty in 
Agreeing on Plans. 


Bryan Dissatisfied With 


Measure Prepared By 


Farmers Union. 


Proponents of an Income tax for 


Nebraska are striking snag»in their 
efforts to mold a bill which will 
.'•atisfy all of the various legislators 
and. other parties interested in the 
enactment of such a measure. 


Introduction of the draft measure 


of the fanners' union for a state 
Income tax had been expected to 
follow the union's ttate convention 
at Omaha early this week. It will 
be some time .houevpr, before the 
mra.stirc will be presented to the leg- 
Jilature, Senator Christ Anderson of 
Bristow. head of the union's legis- 
lative committee, revealed Friday. 


Chief stumbling block in the path 


of the introduction of the measure 
now is Governor Charles "W. Bryan, 
It was revealed by Senator Ander- 
sen.It is not that Bryan is opposing 
the 
Income tax 
program. 
He 


espoused it in his inaugural message. 
But the new governor Is not satis- 
fied with the income tax proposal 
drawn by the union's legislative 
committee. 


Bryan in Disagreement. 


The proposal is being held up as 


a result, Senator Andersen admits, 
in an attempt to get the views of 
the governor and the legislative 
committee together sufficiently to 
draft a bill which would meet the 
approval of both. Two chief points 
of issue are the centers of difficulty. 


One is the question of whether to 
permit a deduction from the income 
tax of the amount of a man's prop- 
erty tax, an innovation in Income 
tax measures suggested by the farm- 
er's union committee. The other is 
the question- of whether to use the 
federal Income tax machinery or to 
set up new machinery. 


Advised Against Deduction. 


The farmer's union committee has 


clung to its proposal to permit the 
property tax deduction t h o u g h 
strongly advised against it by num- 
erous leaders interested in tax prob- 
lems. H. C. Filley, professor of rural 
economics at the agricultural col- 
lege, was among the first experts 
consulted by the committee and he

recommended they abandon the de- 
duction proposal. 


Attorney General Sorensen indi- 


cated his opposition to the proposal 
by advising the legislative commit- 
tee that if it wanted to get an in- 
come tax measure through, it should 
draw one which would be used to 
replace the state property tax for 
state governmental purposes, thus 
eliminating the need of the deduc- 
tion. 


Governor Bryan advised against 


the» deduction, according to Senator 
Andersen, on the grounds that if 
such actic*i was taken, little addi- 
tional revenue would be gained. 


Consider Tax Experiment. 
-The farmer's union members fav- 


ored tills as they consider the in- 
come tax still an. experiment. They 
desired, however, an opening wedge 
this session as a basis for learning 
what inome could be expected m 
order to work out measures in 1933 
which would mean a ubstantial re- 
lief to the property tax burden. 
Governor Bryan, however, indi- 


cated to members of the union com- 
mittee that be favored a sweeping 
program at the present time which 
would permit an immediate lower- 
ing of the property tax burden. 
The income tax machinery is also 
causing some concern to the legisla- 
tors. They had planned to utilize 
federal machinery so as to avoid 
creation of any new tax-eating 


agencies. They found, however, that 
Governor Bryan was opposed to this 
method. 


He indicated to the committee 
that he wanted state machinery set 
jip to handle the law similar to that 
'in practice in Iowa. The committee 
is marking time over the week-end 
pending receipt of data from the 
Iowa capitol on its income tax pro- 
gram and machinery.

Activities ol the water department 


and city engineer's office in pros- 
pecting for an adequate and per- 
manent supply 01 water for Lincoln, 
preparatory to submitting at the 
April primary election a bond issue

Platte river to the vicinity of Goeh- 
ner. Going to Goehner is part of 
the program to test out every pos- 
sible cource of supply before sub- 
mitting the proposal. 
Besides the 


tests along the Platte river, others 
have been made near 
Waverly, 


Greenwood, and south of Lincoln 
on property owned by the state and 
C. M. Branson. 
Ever since last summer when de- 


mand for a permanent supply was 
first noticeable, the two city depart- 
ments have been making investiga- 
tions. These have included 
the 
sinking of upwards of fifty or more 
wells 
Samples of the soil gone 
through, as well as the water found 
have been taken and each is being 
studied thoroughly. 
Thus far the Platte has given in- 
dication of furnishing the best sup- 
ply. That it will be adequate and 
permanent, has been admitted. Now 
it

remains 
to 
determine 


whether the Goehner sources and 
others west of the city, will measure 
up to the river. 
Advocates of the Goehner source, 


in advancing their claims for that 
ocahty, have declared repeatedly 
that to bring water to Lincoln from 
there will reduce by a large amount 
the pumping costs.

Senate Adopts Resolution 


'For Investigation. 
Without Debate. 


WASHINGTON, Jan 16— f/P) — 


The senate today adopted without 
debate a resolution for investigation 
of the reasons for the failure of the 
price of bread to reflect the decline 
in the price of wheat and flour. 
Inquiry also would be made 
to 
ascertain whether bread prices are 
at their present level because of 
'combination in restraint of trade.': 


The senate interstate commerce 
committee was given %15,000 
from 
the senate's contingent fund for the 
stud}-. 


The resolution was a combination 


of proposals 
offered by Senators 
Wagner, democrat. New York and 
Brokhart. republican Iowa. 
It is said the pnce of wheat and 
flour had undergone a precipitate 
declne durng the past year; that the 
prce of bread had not gone down 
in proportion; that the pnce of 
whole wheat flour was now higher 
than white flour, and that the price 
of brown and unrefined sugars was 
now higher than white and refined 
sugars. 
All of these contentions would be 
investigated. 
The study concerning sugar prices 
will be conducted simultaneously 
wit hthit into bread prices. 
Senator Brookhart sponsored that 
jart of the resolution for an inquiry 
into sugar jprices. In this connection 
also, the investigators were directed 
to determine if a combination, in re- 
straint of trade was responsible for 
conditions outlined in the preamble.

Sufficient salary funds for Uni- 


versity of Nebraska professors was 
liven as the present outstanding 


• financial need of the 'state univer- 
ilty by Chancellor E. A. Burnett, in 
an address to Nebraska legislators 
who attended a banquet sponsored 
by the university board of regents, 
Thursday evening. *t the agricult- 
ural college. 
"It is very necessary that 
state 


appropriations be made to employ 
high type professors .to build the 
land or a university which the state 
and the university»students deserve. 
If an outstanding university is to 
be built, we must have ample ready 
funds to hire outstanding men as 
they are needed," Chancellor Bur- 
nett told the 400 legislators and uni- 
rersity officials. 


Ci*«s Student Increase. 
' 


"During the past forty years, the 
enrollment, of the university has 
doubled every ten years, with the 
exception of the last decade, when 
the student body increased thirty- 
one per cent. In the same period of 
time, appropriations have been in- 
creased but twenty-one per cent, 
seventeen per cent of which- 
has 
been for construction," he declared. 
The chancellor also urged 
the 
need of university buildings be rem- 
edied by the legislators. 
Special 
mention was made of additions to 
the college of medicine, Omaha, the 
.replacement of University hall, the 
building of a women's dormitory to 
accommodate 386 students, and the 
construction of a home economics 
building on the agricultural college 
campus. 


- A financing plan which 
has 


been .formulated by the regents for 
construction of a women's dormitory 
on newly acquired land 
between 
Sixteenth and Seventeenth street, 
to cost $500,000 and house 386 stu-

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NOTE INCREASE 
CATTLE FEEDING 


Nebraska Only State in 


Cornbelt Over Last 
Year's Operations. 


Anderson Says High Pro- 


duction, Low Feed 


Prices Cause. 


Nebraska is the only state in the 
cornbtlt whose cattle feeding opera- 
tions 
show an increase over last 
year, A. E. Anderson, state and fed- 
eral statistician, announced Friday 
morning. Jie declared conditions 
were especially favorable to Nebras- 
ka cattle feeders. 


The state shows a 12 per cent in- 
crease in cattle feeding over last 
year in contrast to the total for 
the cornbelt which is 10 per cent 
below last year. Western 
states 
arc 4 per cent lower. 
As a result, says Mr. Anderson, 
the supply side of the balance is 
quite favorable to cattle feeders at 
the present time. The demand fac- 
tor, he admits, is unfavorable. He 
points out, however; that with the 
substantial decrease in supplies.this 
should not exert a strong influence 
on the market. 
In Favorable Position. 
Several causes have placed the 
Nebraska cattle feeder in an un 
usually favorable position, he 
be 
lieves. Production of feed crops was 
above average while feed prices 
were much lower than usual. Shorl 
feed supplies in other states also 
helped the Nebraska feeder to take 
advantage of 'his situation. 
Reductions in feeding operation 
in both the cornbelt area and west 
ern states should insure Nebraska 
feeders that glutted markets will 
not greet their fat cattle when they 
are ready for "sale, Mr. Anderson 
states. • 
. 
Operations In other states ranged 
from no change in Minnesota to a 
reduction of 30 per cent in Ohio. 
The reduction in Missouri was 2o 
per cent and in Iowa, 18 per cent. 
Some of th'ese states were not only 
hampered by short feed supplies due 
to the drouth and unfavorable mar- 
ket conditiops, but also by failure 
to finance feeding operations this 
year. 
Total Is Less. 
Total shipments of stocker and 
feeder cattle into the eleven corn- 
belt states for the six months, July 
to 
December were 
10 per cent 
smaller this year than last and the 
second smallest shipments for the 
period since 1921. Shipments which 
started unusually small during the 
first three months of the period, 
picked up in October and contin- 
ued heavier during the remaining 
three months. 
„ ^ _, 
Feeder shipments In 1930 Included 
an unusually large proportion of 
feeder calves, according to Mr. An- 
derson. While total shipments from 
four leading markets were 17 per 
cent smaller during the last half of 
1930 than for the same period of 
1929, 
calf shipments were actually 
9 per cent larger and made up more 
than 20 per cent of the total. 
Reports of feeders as to kinds and 
weights of cattle on feed also point 
to a relatively large proportion of 
calves and light weight steers. Re- 
ports as to time- of marketing in- 
dicate that the proportion of num- 
bers on feed January 1 this year to 
be marketed from January to March 
was not much different from the 
proportion reported January 1, 1929.

The latter constitute 
about 80 per cent of all automo- 
biles used in India.

Psychologists Claim Jealousy Merely Injured Egoism—It is arbored by Mem- 


bers of Both Sexes, Who Sometimes Rightly and Oftentimes Mis- 


takenly Become Victims of Inferiority Complexes. 


(By International Illustrated News) 
NEW YORK—The 'Green-Eyed 
Monster" has been tracked to his 
lair. Not only that. He-- has been 
tracked to his lair. Not only that. 
He has been dragged, forth into the 
light of day and subjected to the 
most''undignified treatment that a 
self%respecting monster has ever 
ben ecalled upon to endure. 
Jealousy, which we have hitherto 


regarded as one of the prime fac- 
tors of love—oh ,yes, we have. How 
many times have you heard it said: 
"There's no love without Jealousy*" 
—has been dissected and analyzed 
under the X-ray of psychology and 
proved to be just a big false alarm. 
In other words, a mere inferiority 
complex. 
» 
The mind-^say the psychologists 


—has a peculiar kink. Ego being su- 
preme in all the acts-and behavior 
of men and women, when it is 
spurned, belittled or made to feel 
conscious that it isn't what Its 
owner had appraised it to be, then 
it turns in fury on the object that 
unmasked it. 


A notable case of "ego-jealousy" 
was that of Senora Mane De Landa, 
Mexican beauty winner, who shot 
Gen. Moses Vidal, when she discov- 
ered that he had neglected to men- 
tion the wif he had *in the back- 
ground. 
Andre Tridon, noted. American 
psychologist, relates an Incident that 
took place in a western hamlet. 
An innkeeper had a young wife 
whom he could not induce to come 
to his hotel and help to run it. She 
always had 
some excuse— bad 
weather, ill health, and so on. 
Then came a young guest to the 


inn. During one of her infrequent 
visits the young wife met him and 
from that moment she was a regu- 
lar visitor, until the inevitable end- 
ing in the divorce court. 
What impressed the psychologist 
most was the fact that In the course 
of the trial the indelicate details of 
his wife's behavior did not anger 
the husband as much as aid her 
"coming to the hotel regularly from 
the day that young loafer arrived 
there." In other words, he did not 
mourn the loss of his 
beautiful, 
young wife as much as the injury 
he felt from the proven fact that 
she preferred the "young loafer" to 
his august self and the resultant de- 
flation of fee balloon of his self- 
esteem. 


A Swiss psycho-analyst, who has 
studied the cases 
of 120 of his 
neurosis 
(jealousy) • patients— an 
equal number of wives and hus- 
bands—report* that out of that 
number only in eight instances were 
there grounds for jealousy, and that 
in 112 cases his patients acquired 
neurosis simply through inferiority 
complexes. 
There are two kinds of jealousy, 
both of -which are classed by psy- 
chologists as nearve diseases. One is. 
that attributed to sex. It is some- 
times rightly but more often mis- 
takenly, become victims* of inferior- 
ity complex. 
The other ,which Is more viru- 
lent and often ends in tragedy and 
crime, is a complex to possess, to 
exhibit power, force, to be able to 
boast. It is not always sexual. 


A man who is a victim of this 
complex may be bitterly jealous of 
a woman to whom he is indifferent 


or whom he may even hate. It may 
not even be a woman of whom he 
is jealous; he may be jealous of the 
success of a friend or a former col- 
league. This complex is not as fre 
quent among women as among men. 
Sex jealousy is responsible for at 
least 90 per cent of neurosis among 
women. But men usually pour forth 
the vials of wrath upon the object 
of their grievance and thus avoid 
serious damage to their nerves. 
It was "sex-jealousy" that- drove 
Warren Cliff" painter, 
of Atlantic 
City, ''frantic," so that he murdered 
his wife, Betty and tried to take his 
own life. 
D ,d—k-zce'jd al-omec(cl 
Uncounscious realization by man 
or woman that he or she has ceased 
to appeal, charm or thrill bis or 
her mate, snubconsciously leads to 
the illusion that an outsider is chal- 
lenging her, or his, exclusive affec- 
tion. 
Vienna psychologists, who have 
examined tens of thousands of pa- 
tients of both sexes, have come to 
the conclusion that, in the great 
majority of instances, jealous pa- 
tients have created third parties in 
their own minds, and so firmly is 
the belief fixed that thye will go to 
any length to prove the actuality of 
the phantoms of their own>makmg. 
The marriage of enduring bliss 


can, 
according" to' the above find- 
ings, be consummated only when 
the contracting parties possess equal 
degrees of physical, social and in- 
tellectual qualities. When either one 
of the mates betrays a gross lack of 
any of thse, the union will event- 
ually end in sex jealousy or ego 
jealousy—or both.

for the year, or more than 100 a 
month, for the Junior League nurse. 
July was the peak, mouth of the 
year when 266 cases were handled 
in the baby clinics and 109 home 
calls were made. The total num- 
ber of cases handled In 1930 was 
2,350, but many of these were car- 
ried over from one month to an- 
other. 


The cases handled b'y the clinics 
concerned infants of families of 
limited means who otherwise would 
probably have gone without clinical 
and medical care. In several in- 
stances babies suffering with bone 
diseases and other ailments were 
found by the league nurse in tims 
to ward off serious consequences In 
later life. One child was taken to 
the state institution at Beatrice 
during 1930, while six other babies 
were hospitalized for periods rang- 
ing from one week to five weeks.

An unladen honeybee can fly 


about 25 miles per hour, the United 
States department of agriculture 
estimates, but seldom flies faster 
than 15 miles per hour.

When weighted with: nectar, It 


often flies as rapidly as when tin- 
laden, although it sometime*, stops 
to rest on a long journey.- Some- 
times bees with heaby loads become 
exhausted when flying over lakes 
or rivers, fall Into the water and 
are drowned. A heavily laden bee 
sometimes makes an 
ungraceful 
landing at the apiry, bumping Into 
the hive or dropping to the ground 
before it. 
The load of nectar which the bee 
brings to the hive varies -with the 
density of the nectar, bat the aver- 
age load is about 40 milligrams, or 
about one-half the weight of the 
bee.

At Largest University 
NEW YORK, Jan. 16—(INS)—The 
co-eds outnumber the men at Co- 
lumbia university here.

In the scholastic year of 1920-21 
women students at Columbia com- 
prised only 46 per cent of the total 
registration, the annual report of 
the registrar of the University 
shows. Since then, However, there 
has been a noticeable rise because, 
as the report notes, "Women ars 
simply going more and more into 
the professions." 
Registration figures were unaf- 
fected by the current depression, 
the report indicates, and the total 
number of students at Columbia 
decreased only 1 per cent from last 
year. Columbia with 38,230 regis- 
tered students and almost 116,000 
course registrations still remains 
the leader in size among American 
colleges and universities. ^

NEW BUSINESS 


Western Roads Forget 


Mergers, Improving 


• Service. 


Class Passenger Rates 
v Busses are Used to 


Boost Income. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 1»—VF}— While 


the eastern railroads are planning 
consolidations to cope with the 
modern problem of transportation 
at a profit, the western lines are 
using the old trial and error method 


There is not much talk of mergers 


in the roads that tread westward 
from Chicago, now that the proposed 
Great Northern-Northern 
Pacific 


tie-up has fallen through. Instead, 
all sorts of experiments are being 
tried in an effort to bring business 
back to the railroads. 
The "crack" trains are even more 
luxurious and faster than a few 
years ago. The 72-hour run between 
Chicago and the Pacific northwest 
has been gradually-whittled down to 
about 57 fcours. The fastest? train to 
California now hurtles through In 
56 hours. 


Class Rates Instituted. 


Reduced fares, amounting virtual 
ly to first, second and third class 
rates, are being tried from Chicago 
to Pacific coast points. One fare '- 
good only in, coaches, another ._ 
tourist sleepers and the third "in 
standard* sleepers. 
Excursion rates in and out of com 
mercial centers are aimed at new 
passenger business and at getting 
the public "railroad minded." They 
have proved successful,.officials say 


Some railroads have gone into the 
motor bus business and even con- 
template operating trucks. The Chi- 
cago and Northwestern owns stock 
in a concern operating busses over 
muclk the same territory as its 
trains. The Chicago Burlington and 
Quincy has substituted; busses for 
some of its short steam lines in Illi- 
nois, Iowa and Nebraska. The Chi- 
cago, Bock,Island and Pacific has 
been granted a charter to operate 
busses in Iowa. 


*Btu Competition Felt.

Most of the railroaders assert the 
loss of railroad traffic is due mainly 
to bus and truck competition, espec- 
ially on short hauls, and cannot be 
attributed solely to general business 
conditions. The railways' troubles 
antedate the general deflation. 
To get what they term equality 
wltk competing forms of transport- 
ation, "the regulated railroads are 
urging both state and national leg- 
islation to regulate, similarly their 
competitors. 
"The railroads must adapt them-

added that he did not think the 
"new" methods were being equally 
taxed or regulated at the present

Moses Vid al, ^hen she d iscov­ 
ered that he had n eglected to men ­ 
tion the wlf he had In the back­ 
groun d . 
An d re Trid on , n oted American 
psychologist, relates an in cid en t that 
took place in a western hamlet. 
An in n keeper had a youn g wife 
whom he could n ot In d uce to come 
to his hotel an d help to run It. She 
always 
had 
some 
excuse— bad 
weather, ill health, an d so pn . 
Then came a youn g guest to the 


in n . Durin g on e of her In frequen t 
visit« the youn g wife met him an d 
from that momen t she was a regu­ 
lar visitor, un til the in evitable en d ­ 
in g jn the d ivorce court. 
w n at impressed the psychologist 
most was the fact that in the course 
of the trial the In d elicate d etails of 
his wife’s behavior d id n ot an ger 
the husban d as much as flld her 
“comin g to the hotel regularly from 
the d ay that yotmg loafer arrived 
there.” In other word s, he d id n ot 
mourn the loss of 
his 
beautiful,

he felt from the proven fact that 
she preferred the ‘‘youn g loafer” to 
his august self an d the resultan t d e­ 
flation of the balloon of his self­ 
esteem.

complexes. 
There are two kin d s of Jealousy, 
both of which are classed by psy­ 
chologists as n earve d iseases. On e is 
that attributed to sex. It Is some­ 
times rightly but more often mis­ 
taken ly, become victim^ of in ferior­ 
ity complex. 
The other .which is more viru­ 
len t an d often en d s in traged y an d 
crime, is a complex to possess, to 
exhibit power, force, to be able to 
boast. It Is n ot always sexual. 
A man who Is a victim of this 
complex may be bitterly jealous of 
a woman to whom he is in d ifferen t 


or whom he may even hate. It may 
n ot even be a woman of whom he 
is Jealous: he may be Jealous of the 
success 0 1 ft frien d or a former col­ 
league. This comi^ex is n ot as fre* 
quen t amon g women as amon g men . 
Sex Jealousy is respon sible for at 
least 90 per cen t of n eurosis amon g 
women . But men usually potir forth 
the vials of wrath upon the object 
of their grievan ce an d thus avoid 
serious d amage to their n erves.

D ,d .... k-zce’Jd al-omec (cl 
Un coun sclous realization by man 
or woman that he or she has ceased 
to appeal, chKrm or thrill his or 
her mate, sn ubcon sciously lead s to 
the Illusion that an outsid er is chal­ 
len gin g her, or his, exclusive affec­ 
tion . 
Vien n a psychologists, who have 
examin ed ten s of thousan d s of pa­ 
tien ts of both sexes, have come to 
the con clusion that, in the great 
majority of In stan ces, jealous pa­ 
tien ts have created third parties in 
their own min d s, an d so firmly is 
the belief fixed that thye will go to 
an y len gth to prove the actuality of 
the phan toms of their own makin g. 
The marriage of en d urin g bliss 
can , accord in g to the above fin d ­ 
in gs, be con summated on ly when 
the con tractin g parties possess equal 
d egrees of physical, social an d in ­ 
tellectual qualities. When either on e 
of the mates betrays a gn oss lack of 
an y of thse, the un ion will even t­ 
ually en d in sex Jealousy or ego 
Jealousy—or both.

No More Than U. S. 


Can Consume.

Uexander Legget chairman of the 
ederal farm board, in an address 
repared for delivery on the annual 
arm and home week program of 
he University of Illinois today said 
hat United States wheat growers 
have no alternative but to produce 
o more than can be consumed at 
ome if they want a better price."

;otnestic level." 
Legge said it was too early to say 
whether the "benefits of the Gram 
Stabilization corporation's efforts to 
teep pnce of wheat to the American 
armer from 20 to 25 cents higher 
nan the world market price will 
be permanent." 
Cannot Cope With Surpluses. 
"Such stabilization 
operations 
cannot cope with continuous sur- 
>luses," he said. "The only solution 
s to adjust production downward 
» domestic consumption." 
Legge said he had information of

ers using financial pressure in En 
attempt to break down the stabiliz- 
ing operations by calling for dou- 
sed margin on May wheat but of- 
fering to carry growers at the old 
igure if contracts were transferred 
to the new crop of July wheat, un- 
supported by the board.

Marking the eleventh anniversary 
of national prohibition, one of the 
authors of the Eighteenth amend- 
ment told the senate today the dry 
clause would stay in the constitu- 
tion forever. 


He was Senator Sheppard. demo- 
crat, Texas, making the first sen- 
ate speech on the liquor question 
this session, with a fighting de- 
fense of prohibition. 
Denying it had caused an in- 
crease in crifl»- or of drinking 
among young people, Sheppard told 
his colleagues repeal of the Eigh- 
teenth amendment would "let loose 
upon your country evils which will 
mean the arrest of, its progress, 
the wreck of its glory, the pollu- 
tion of its name and fame." 


"Those who clamor for the re- 
storation of legalized liquor have 
short memories or no knowledge of 
the lawlessness and corruption for 
which legalized liquor stood," Shep- 
pard said. 
Machine Age Figures/ 
"The light aganist beverage al- 


cohol reached an intensive status," 
he said, "when increased popula- 
tion, increased chances for gain 
made possible by the machine age 
united to bring about the manu- 
facture of intoxicants to an extent 
that threatened the permanent-cor- 
ruption and control of government, 
the general impairment of health 
and morals and efficiency." 
Pointing to what he called hope- 
less division among the wets, Shep- 
pard said "so-ie of them advocate 
the complete entry of the federal 
government into the liquor business, 
others suggest each state toe au- 
thorized to engage in the liquor 
business if it should so desire and 
still others would leave the situa- 
tion as it was before the Eigh- 
teenth amendment was adopted." 
Government Inefficient. 
Government control has demon- 
strated elsewhere, he said, that it 
increases the consumption and de- 
gradation of the government."

It will also 
cut off about $12,000 a year in ex- 
penses which the field men- have 
been incurring heretofore." 
The new' plan is to have assist- 
ant receivers of the various failed 
banks, working- under the direction 
of Mr. Luikart as receiver for all 
of them, assist in the handling of 
real" estate for sale or rental. Local 
real estate agencies will be utilized 
and ' commissions paid, as hereto- 
fore, in disposing of properties or 
securing tenants for them; but 
most of the overhead will be 
chopped off, the governor declared.

.IT'S NOT A GIFT. 


In many parts of Nebraska, a misapprehensipn ex- 


ists with reference to the additional funds made 
available by the federal government for highway de- 
velopment. Uncle Sam is not playing Santa Claus to 
the states. In the end every dollar of money ad- 
vanced by Washington for the purpose of building 
permanent roads must be matched by an equal 
amount from the state. 


The emergency appropriations, which will 'release 


$3,4l'6,000 more than is provided in the regular high- 
way legislation, are more generous in their require- 
ments They give the states five years in which to 
raise the money needed & match the federal funds. 
The purpose of this modification is clear. It is to 
encourage and to speed .up highway development. It 
is to provide jobs for men who are now idle, and 
whose families are in destitute circumstances.^ It is 
a step to accelerate construction activities, 'which 
along with practically everything else, experienced a 
sharp fall during 1930. • 


As a result of the increased federal funds, the head 


of federal highway department estimates 100.0OT 
more men will be employed in the United States in 
road building in -1931 than rare so occupied in 1930. 
But the number directly engaged in highway work 
does nrt reveal the benefits upon business and in- 
dustry in general. For every man at work on the 
roads, it is estimated three more are employed to 
provide him with the materials and the machinery. 
Immediately as soon as sprinp permits the construc- 
tion activities to get under way, jobs will be provided 
for half a million more than were needed during 
I930- 
Nebraska particularly is happy to receive addi- 


tional federal funds for road building. The program 
in this state was facing a critical emergency. Over 
the last five years it has' been demonstrated to the- 
complete satisfaction of the vast majority of citizens 
that gravel is not satisfactory on the main routes of 
travel, especially those highways which carry the 
great bulk of tourist travel and trucking. During 
periods of rain and snow these roads are cut to 
•pieces by the heavily loaded trucks and busses which 
pass over them each day. It is the desire of the peo- 
ple of Nebraska that these -roads be paved. There is 
now a proposal that the state shall pave 300 miles of 
highway annually for the next five years, so that at 
the close of 1936 we shall have two paved roads, east 
and west across Nebraska, and two paved north, and 
south highways. 


The emergency appropriations provided by con- 


gress will enable Nebraska to start upon this program 
without delay. They supply the new revenue, above 
the present needs of the federal-state and county 
systems. It will be possible to continue grayelinr 
roads where traffic is not so heavy, and to carry on 
the construction of vitally important county systems, 
or "feeder lines'* which has been in progress these 
last two years. 


Finally we shall have to raise an equal amount of 


state funds to match the emergency funds drawn 
from the federal government. We have five years in 
which to do it. The one question to be settled now 
is shall we start immediately by increasing the gaso- 
line tax from 4 to 5 cents, the extra cent to be de- 
voted entirely to paving? We shall have $9,000,000 
available for highway building in 1931, and presum- 
ably an equal amount in the next year. With work 
so desperately needed by men at the- head of fami- 
lies, it would be the height of folly if we 'do not 
proceed full steam ahead to accomplish as much as 
we can in 1931. At the same time it should not be 
forgotten when we are doing this, we will be using 
$3.416,000 of federal funds which will have to be 
matched within the next five years with funds from 
the state treasury. If we postpone putting up our 
pan of it now, and desire later on to Utilize new- 
federal money which will then be available, the load 
will be the heavier. 


EVERY MAN FOR HIS OWN BILL. 


By Toting Thursday to change one of its standing 


rules the Nebraska house made it easier for any 
member whose bill has been reported' by a standing 
committee for indefinite postponement to bring it 
before the whole chamber notwithstanding for gen- 
eral discussion on its merits. 


That would seem to make the work of committees 


superfluous. If their recommendations are not going 
to count there will be no object in referring bills to 
them. The house might as well put every measure 
on general ffle and take them up in order as they 
arc reached. 


Just now. when a ?ood many members have pet 


legislative projects In mind, they naturally want to 
make certain of being able to get a hearing for their 
measures. This is particularly true as to the Inex- 
perienced but ambitious new solons who led them- 
selves caned upon to correct Ihis. that and ttie other 
thing by statutory process. So they an turn in and 
help to clip the wtags ol the standing committees, 
•which might tarn thumbs down on a large propor- 
tion of tnc schemes presented. 


later on It will be different. After six or eight 


weeks* time has gone by with lew accomplishments 
of any consequence to show lor Jt. the wtons win 
begin to wake, op and wonder how soon they can get 
through and go back to their T»towing and planting, 
and their various business tatercsK Then they will 
be for almost anything to speed up business. They 
win fmd. however, soch an accumulation of bills that 
It wffl require six or eight weeks more Jo dispose of 
them alL About that time. too. ihcir money win run 
low and they will hare to begin drawing on their 
bank accounts at home to eke out their legislative 
salaries. 


It was ever thus. In Ihc <«ar3y stages of a legisla- 


tive term the members are greatly concerned over 
making the* pathway «roootn for their respective bills. 
Afiw a while, when they s« what a sorry mess of 
chickenfecd they arc tandns out, they begin lo get 
disgusted. The newcomers become dfeOlusSoned dur- 
ing the latter half of the svssksn. and resolve that 
the next time they win do things differently. 


However, when Ihe next tine comes there are 


always a lot more frees hands to he brjjtca in, wb« 


start with the same mistaken notion that the work 
of making laws is an orderly and logical process, in- 
stead of.a hit-and-miss jumble. 


For th« present, the spectacle presented is that of 


every man anxious to get nls own bill considered and 
acted upon—favorably, of course. But "wait until the 
new boys find out how things are actually done and 
how little they have to say about the ultimate results.

ways, so that the state may be "made for honest 
citizens." 


As the Legionnaires responded to the call to make 


Nebraska too hot for bank bandits, so may they be 
depended upon to take the first steps to drive the 
highwaymen from the state. And once it becomes 
known that an attempt to stage a holdup may be 
met with'fire from men who know-from experience 
how to handle weapons, it is altogether likely ihs 
desperadoes will seek other fields of endeavor. 


Many people or organizations are prone to bemoan 


conditions, while waiting for others to take the neces- 
sary" action to bring about relief. Nothing of this 
tiiid can be said o.f the Legion as at present consti- 
tuted and officered in Nebraska.

THE NATION'S READERS. 


The nation's readers are largely - children or else 


the nation's reading taste is for juvenile books if 
figures of the United States census bureau are correct. 


Its annual survey of printing and publishing, cov- 


ering the year, 1929, has recently been issued. • 


Children's books, exclusive of school texts repre- 


sented by far the largest rumber of books from a 
angle major grouping in the census report. There 
were thirty-seven million juvenile books issued a* 
compared with thirty million adult novels during the 
year. 


White the outstanding thing the survey'shows is 


the wide range and great numerical strength of chil- 
dren's books, it also reveals an increasing interest in 
philosophical and religious subjects as expressed by 
leading modern writers in those fields. 


Aside Irom children's books and adult novels, books 


of this classification were more numerous than any 
other, more than fifteen million such books being 
published in the one Tear. There was a big gap from 
this fifteen million interest in religion and philosophy 
to the slightly more than four million published vol- 
umes of poetry and plays which formed the next 
interest group. 


The most significant thing about the census figures 


on reading is that the widespread growth in juvenile 
reading is backed by an outstanding improvement in 
juvenile books. In perhaps no class or literary effort 
have American writers contributed more fruitfully to 
the enrichment of life Aan fe the development of 
fine books for children. That development should, 
over a period of years, lead to an improved reading 
tasi* and improved demands of adults for better 
literature. 


AN ELEVENTH AVJttVERSAIlT. 


It was eleven years ago Friday a Nebraska legisla-- 


tare, approving the national prohibitory amendment, 
provided the thirty-sixth vote necessary to make It 
effective. 


Four years before that, the sSate. by what was con- 


sidered* an impressive majority, had ratified a state 
dry law proposal. 


Today prohibition remains as much an issue as Jt 


was then. In the camps of the "wets" and the "ex- 
treme drys" perhaps the feeling 3s more Intense than 
31 was during the campaign over the stale-wide ref- 
erendum, and the tegislaiUc action on the national 
amendment. In between the great mass of people are 
pursuing the even tenor of their ways; more engrossed 
wJlh Jhc immediate problems'of an economic and 
political character. 


At heart Nebraska ;s dry. Onoucstjonably the stale 


will vote for prohibition by a substantial figure. 
should the question be submitted in any form. There 
are people in all sections <J«eply disturbed by some 
of the incidents which have been a part of prohibi- 
tion enforcement. Bat ihcre hasn't been any consid- 
erable shift in Nebraska in sentiment which impelled 
the people to adopt a dry 'af four jwars in advance 
of national prohftit&on, or their repTCsenlaaves in 
the legislature to approve ttic federal amendment ia 
1920.

After a period of several years the 
group of children who had iodine 


added to the diet showed only two- 
tenths of one per cent of individuals 
with goiter. In the .group which did 
not get iodine. 27 per cent had 
goiter. 
""* 


In children with slightly enlarged 


thyroids over hah* (57.8 per cent) 
had a decrease In the size of the 
gland at the end of a year of iodine 
feeding. 


The amount of iodine needed is 


very smalL The salt of Iodine used 
is sodium iodide. Three grains are 
given daily for ten consecutive days, 
twice a year., spring and fall. In 
other words, 30 grains twice a year* 
is sufficient to prevent the develop- 
ment of goiter in goitrous regions. 


So effective is the treatment conr 
sidered that in Switzerland where 
100 per cent of the school children 
are 
goitrous, administration of 


iodine to school children is a com- 
pulsory health measure. 
* • 


Caution should be used in the in- 


discriminate and excessive use of 
iodine for this purpose, however. 
Too much may light up a slumber- 
ing thyroid and start it into activity. 


The indiscriminate use of iodized 
salt (odine added to table salt) can- 
not be recommended. When iodine 
is incorporated in table salt it 
should not be more than one part 
of sodium iodide to 5.000 parts of 
table salt In Wexlord county, 
Michigan, iodized salt was intro- 
duced in 1925: within IS months 
the incidence of goiter bad de- 
creased 25 percent.

Murder: A National Disease. 


(St. Louis Post-Dispatch) 
The impression has got abroad 
that murder is a particularly com- 
mon crime in Chicago, but the stat- 
isticians say no. Among the large 
cities (figures for New York not 
available) Chicago has fewer mur- 
ders per 
lOOiOOO population than 


Cincinnati, Kansas City, Mo., New 
Orleans, Cleveland and our own 
St Louis. Here are the figures, as 
compiled by the department of 
justice:

As for some of the smaller cities, 
they are indeed gory.

Kansas City, Kas., nearly twice as 
many; San Antonio, Tex., two and 
a hah* times as many. Figures for 
Memphis are not available, but 
Memphis" usually leads the league. 
It was estimated by Wade BL 
Ellis of the American Bar associa- 
tion's crime commission that the 
United States averages 12,000 mur- 
ders a year, and that the murder 
rate has increased 350 per cent 
since 1900. We have 50 times as 
much murder u in Great Britain. 
where murderers are swiftly tried 
and severely punished. 
Chicago's murders are widely ad- 
vertisetl Many of them emanate 
from gang wars, which lend them- 
selves easily to dramatization. But 
the remainder of the country suf- 
fers from the same disease. 
It is a disease that can be cured. 


or at least palliated, whenever we 
acquire the necessary gumption to 
do it. Missouri tried to apply cor- 
rectve measures two years ago. 
when a sheaf of bills modernizing 
our antique legal procedure was in- 
troduced "in the legislature. The 
bills got short shrift in committee. 
They were not even debated on the 
floor. Refusal of law making bodies 
to provide swift punishment lor 
crime, exemplified not only In Mis- 
souri but in the other states, ex- 
plains why murder is our national 
pastime.

The purpo se o f this mo dificatio n 
clear. It is to 
enco urage and to speed up highway develo pment. It 
Is to pro vide Jo bs fo r men who are no w idle, and 
who se families are in destitute circumstances. It is 
a step to accelerate co nstructio n activities, which 
alo ng with practically every thing else, experienced a 
sharp fall during 1930. 
A.S a result o f the increa.scd federal funds, the t ie ^ 
o f federal highway deo artment c.stimates 100,OOT 
mo re men will be emplo y ed In the United States in 
ro ad building in 1931 than were .so o ccupied In 193a 
But th" number directly engaged in highway wo rk 
do es 
reveal the benefits upo n business and in­ 
dustry In general. Fo r every man at wo rk o n the 
ro ads, it Is e.stlmated three mo re are emplo y ed to 
pro vide him with the materials and the machinery . 
Immediately a.s so o n as spring permits the co nstruc­ 
tio n activities to get under way , jo bs will be pro vided 
fo r half a millio n mo re than were needed during 
1930. 
Nebra.ska particularly l.s happy to receive addi­ 
tio nal federal funds fo r ro ad building. The pro gram 
In this state wa.s faring a critical emergency .

License Fees Increased, 
And Weight and Speed 


Are Limited. 


A bill which would make sweep- 


ng revisions in legislation affecting 
icensing of trucks and their use of 
tt.e highways to protect the high- 
ways against excessive loads and to 
increase the share of the expense 
of highway construction and main- 
tenance carried by trucks is ready 
'or introduction in the state senate 
A-hen it convenes next Monday. 
The bill has been drafted for 


Senator Henry F. Schepman of Falls 
City who will introduce it Monday 
morning. 


The bill would make it unlawful 
lor drivers of freight trucks t» go 
over 30 miles an hour if the weight 
of their load is over three tons. It 
would also make it unlawful for 
any driver of a vehicle towing a 
trailer or semi-trailer to go over 30 
miles an hour. 


The bill would reduce the max- 


imum load on any one axle per- 
mitted on state highways without 
special permission of the 
depart- 
ment of public works from 16,000 
Douiids to 12,000 pounds. It would 
limit the length of any vehicle or 
combination of vehicles operated on 
state highways to 35 feet. 


Limitation On Loads. 


The bill also seeks to 
prevent 
trucks carrying loads greater than 
the capacity at which they are 
rated when they pay then- occu- 
pation tax. 
It would do this by 


authorizing trucks to pay an oc- 
cupation tax up to the amount thev 
can actually carry and make it 
illegal for a truck to carry a load 
more than 2,000 pounds _over its 
rated capacity under the paid occu- 
pation 
tax. Violations 
would be 


subject to fines of from $100 to 
$500. 


It would also be unlawful to op- 
erate any truck or trailer of more 
than six tons rated carrying ca- 
pacity on any road, bridge or high- 
way. 


The bill would sharply increase 
the license charges of trucks which 
were reduced by the 1929 legisla- 
ture. The bill also would increase 
the license fees for large busses- • 
"Busses would be\required to pay 
$25 for each passenger that the 
bus is capable of carrying over seven 
persons. They now pay only $7 per 
person capacity over seven.

EUROPE UNITE 


Frenchman Asks Co-op- 


eration of Every 
Country at Geneva. 


GENEVA, Jan. 16—(IP)—Europe 


has come to the belief that her 
nations must unite If they are to 
live 
Aristlde Briand today tola 


delegates from twenty-six European 
states gathered here under the 
auspices of the League of Nations 
to examihe his plan for a Pan- 
European federation. 


"We have a long road to travel, 


he told the assembly as he opened 
its sessions, '"and we must map it 
out. 
We must never be swerved 


from our purpose and in our task 
we will reject the co-operation of 
none." 
Dr. Julius Curtius, Germany's 


foreign minister, echoed the French 
chairman's 
declaration, asserting 


that his nation, supporting any 
program of co-operation and piece, 
agrees that in these first meetings 
economic collaboration among the 
nations must be emphasized. 
„ 
Report Prepared. 


For the commission's guidance, 


Briand said, the league secretariat 
has prepared a report on the 
league's work -or European organi- 
zation during the past decade, and 
a similar report has been made 
available by the international labor 
union. These date, he said, will 
form a basis 'lor this commission's 
economic discussions. 


Dr. Curtius seized upon Briand's 


assertion 
that 
the 
commission 


would reject no one's co-operation 
and asked when Germany's pro- 
posal to invite Bussia and Turkey 
to sit with the commission would 
be considered. 


Briand replied that he already 


had indicated he wanted to call on 
all governments to participate, but 
that there was still a question as 
to the proper time for inviting these 
non-members of tie League of Na- 
tions. The commission itself must 
decide this, he said. 


Not Now Represented. 
Curtius answered that he under- 
fetod, therefore, that his proposal 
Was on the agenda for this session 
and the issue was thus put square- 
ly up to the commission. Turkey and 
the soviet union are the only Eur- 
opean nations not now represented 
at this meeting. 


Dino Grandi, Italy's foreign min- 
ister, supported the contention of 
Curtius that both Turkey and Rus- 
sia be asked to sit in. 
Italy, he said, favors a European 
union which would include all the 
countries which make up Europe, 
otherwise a union excluding some 
nations merely would divide Eur- 
ope into two camps. 
Arthur 
Henderson, for 
Great 
Britain, suggested that this question 
be decided by a small committee. 
His proposal was adopted and the 
session recessed until later this aft- 
ernoon. 
Before the 
delegates dispersed, 
however, the bearded young Italian 
foreign minister told them that It- 
aly regard: disarmament as essential 
to any plan for European union and 
the basis of European security. -

should take his life. His statement 
that the death was an accident was 
concurred in by the deputy coroner, 
Dwyer. White's body was found on 
a plot of ground six feet wide and 
extending the length of the build- 
ing, and Dwyer concluded its close- 
ness to the structure indicated 
clearly death was accidental. Other- 
wise, he said, the body would have 
been found at a greater distance 
from the building. 
Reed Tells of Previous Fall. 


In a statement, Keed gave details 


of the dinner at which White was 
hurt and subsequent events, 


"The diners," he said, • "arose

Armour & Co. in 1923 after a 
humble beginning as a car checker 
from which he was promoted dis- 
trict manager, later director, then 
vice president, and finally president. 
He succeeded J. Ogden Armour 
when the latter retired. 


He was born in Peoria, HI., Sep- 


tember 9. 1313, and began his ca- 
reer as a packer in 1890, with only 
a common school education as his 
background. His first job was with 
his father in the cattle business in 
Peoria. From Peoria he went to 
San Francisco, where he won rapid 
advancement with' the 
Western 
Meat Co. before coming to Chicago. 
He had said the keynote of his suc- 
cess was: 


"Find the work you are hatjpy in 
and then apply yourself." 


White, who is survived by his 


widow and two daughters, Mrs. Wil- 
liam M. Spencer and Mrs. Allan 
Kempe, was the director of several 
large banks and a prominent club-

SCHEPMAN PLANS 
MEASURE. TO HELP 


COLLECT DAMAGES 


A second bill to strengthen means 


of collecting judgments in automo- 
bile damage cases has been pre- 
pared for introduction in the, state 
legislature, this time in the state 
senate. Senator Henry P. Schep- 
man of Falls City is sponsor for the 
bill which he will introduce when 
the senate reconvenes Monday. 
The house of representatives al- 


ready has before it a measure to 
suspend the driver's license and 
motor vehicle licenses of a man 
against whom a judgment has been 
-rendered until the judgment is paid. 
The Schepman bill has the same 


purpose in view but provides an al- 
ternative to the revocation of driv- 
ing and litcensing privileges., It 
would permit the loser in an auto- 
mobile damage case to furnish a 
liability insurance policy or cor- 
porate surety bond to insure pay- 
ment of the judgment. 
Unless such protection was fur- 


nished or judgment paid within 
twenty days after becoming final, 
the Schepman measure would make 
it mandatory to cancel a defend- 
ant's driver's license and all motor 
vehicle licenses in his name. . 
The bill would also attempt to hit 
non-residents 
by barring them 


-from privileges on Nebraska high- 
ways until judgments in the state 
were paid. 
' 


The bill would limit the amount 


for which a man could be held to 
$5,000 for the death or injury of 
any one person, $10,000 for the 
death 'and injury of two or more 
persons, and $1.000 property dam- 
age. It would provide a penalty of 
thirty days to one year in the 
county jail and a fine of S100 to 
S1000 for failure to turn in driver's, 
license and motor license plates 
when required by law.

SCHEPMAN PLANS 
MEASURE TO HELP 
COLLECT DAMAGES 


A second bUl to strengthen means 
of collecting judgments in automo­ 
bile damage cases has been p re­ 
p ared for introduction in the state 
legislature, this time in the state 
senate. 
Senator Henry F. Schep - 
man of Falls City is sp onsor for the 
bill which 
wUl introduce when 
the senate reconvenes Monday . 
The house of rep resentatives 
al­ 
ready has before it a measure to 
susp end the driver’s license and 
motor vehicle licenses of 
a man 
against whom a Judgment has been 
rendered until the judgment is p aid. 
The Schep man bill has the same 
p urp ose in view but p rovides an al­ 
ternative to the revocation of driv­ 
ing and lltcensing p rivileges. It 
would p ermit the loser in an auto­ 
mobile damage case to furnish 
a 
liability insurance p olicy or cor­ 
p orate surety bond to insure p ay ­ 
ment of the judgment. 
Unless such p rotection w'as fur- 
nLshed or judgment p aid within 
twenty day s after becoming final, 
the Schep man measure would make 
it mandatory to cancp l a defend­ 
ant's driver’s license and all motor 
vehicle licenses in his name. 
The bill would also attemp t to hit 
non-residents 
by 
barring 
them 
from p rivileges on Nebraska high­ 
way s until judgments in the state 
were p aid. 
The bill would limit the amount 
for which a man could be held to 
$5,000 for the death or injury of 
any one p erson, $10,000 for the 
death and injury of two or more 
p ersons, and $1,000 p rop erty dam­ 
age. It would p rovide a p enalty of 
thirty day s to one y ear in the 
co.unty Jail and a fine of $100 to 
$1000 for failure to turn in driver’s 
license and motor license p lates 
when requlrer- by law.

C. W. Taylor Says Cedar 


County Institution 


Excellent One. 


But Asserts That It Is 


Conducted as a ^ 


Parochial. 


An account by State Superintend- 
ent C. W. Taylor of an inspection 
trip, he made last March to. school 
district No. 6 in Cedar county was 
the 
major development 
Friday 
morning in the hearing before Dis- 
trict Judge Broady on the man- 
damus action brought by the district 
against 
the superintendent. The 
district is seeking to compel Taylor 
to give it a portion of the state 
public school fund and money for 
free high school tuition of non- 
resident pupils for the year 1929-30. 
"The district is maintaing a good 


school, in fact, a 'very excellent 
school, but it -is a parochial and not 
a public institution," -Taylor testi- 
fied- 
The superintendent is con- 


tending that payment of the moneys 
asked would .constitute a diversion 
of public funds. 


Books in use in the school, Tay- 


lor said, are such as are specifical- 
ly approved by the Roman Catholic 
church and carry a religious tone 
in their contents. He made the 
statement a number of times dur- 
ing the morning that the 
entire 


conduct of the school parallels close- 
ly that of a regularly organized 
parochial institution.' 


When School Begins. 


Taylor said that he was present 


and observed the religious service 
from 8:30 to 8:45 in the school 
rooms, which witnesses for the dis- 
•trict testified Thursday" are held 
regularly before the start of school 
sessions. The superintendent 
ex- 


pressed the opinion that these ser- 
vices are held during school 'hours, 
asserting that court decisions have 
ruled that school begins when the 
individual children 
leave 
their 


homes in,the morning.

SOUTH BEND, Ind., Jan. 16—(AP)—Frank Carideo 


marshalled two of the mightiest teams in football history, 
won unanimous selection as the all-American quarterback 
two years straight, heard more than a million fans cheer his 
exploits and yet— 


His greatest thrill of all came on his first play he ever 


made for old Notre Dame—a play that didn't even muster a 
cheer. The play was his first tackle. 
. 


His Thrill of Thrills. 


"My thrill of thrills in football 


came on an afternoon in October 
1928" said the one-man symphony 
in 
leather, with 
a reminiscent 


gleam in his sharp eyes. "We were 
beirg pushed all over the field by 
little Loyola college of New Orleans 
and Coach Rockne, perhaps in des- 
peration, sent me into the game 
with a flock of subs. No sooner 
had I staggered stage struck into 
the game when 
a Loyola 
back 


•wriggled through and charged at 
me—the last obstacle between him 
and a touchdown. I 
lunged at 


him wildly with everything I had 
and downed him. I hugged him 
for what seemed to me to be an 
hour—he must have thought I was 
A mad man—and got my big thrill 
•when the referee pned me away. 
I'll never forget it." 


Quarter Must Stand Pat. 


A quarterback who calls a play 


and then backs down from it at 
tht insistence of his dubious mates 
never will be a success, Carideo 
believes. 
"Oneie you decide on a play, 


carry it through," he explained. 
"Every quarterback sometime will 
experience a mild rebellion among 
his teammates. During the game 
•with the Navy last fall I had mine. 
The ball was in midfield, in our 
possession. It was fourth 
down 


and three feet to go. I decided to 
try for a first down instead of 
punting safely. Several 
of 
the 


fellows told me I was crazy to 
risk it. But I stuck by my guns, 
•we made the first down by the 
unexpected thrust and marched 
down for the first and psychologi- 
cal touchdown. Never again was 
my judgment, as quick as it must 
be in a fast game, disputed by 
the team. 
"In the 
Carnegie Tech game, 


when we had the ball on the side- 
line, second down and nine*to go, 
I called for a drive right along 
the line instead of the customary 
sweep to the other side or the 
conventional step-out and the boys 
blocked so perfectly that I slid 
along the line for a first down- 
one'play that beat£he Tartans" 


Carideo attributes his whole foot- 
ball career—a career thai will be 
extended as a teacher 
next 
fall 


•when he drills Purdue's backfield 
—to "accidents." 
Started by Accident. 


Ho accidentally got into football 
at Mount Vernon, New York, high 
school when 15 years old; he ac- 
cidentally started his quarterback 
career at Dean academy, Franklin, 
Mass., when the coach used him 
because the other -[uarterbacks for- 
got signals and Frank always cor- 
rected them andx he was trans- 
formed to quarterback from half- 
back at Notre Dame by Rockne 
for just about the same reason. 


"But no accident will ever cause 


Notre Dame to forget him," joined 
in Knute Rockne. "He was one of 
the smartest players Notre Dame 
ever had and I think he will go 
far in the coaching world—with no 
accidents."
